Can’t Blame 1 Man 


Seldom have we seen a more confused situation than 
the one now imperilling the recreation program, 

Policy and administrative decisions have been so 
thoroughly entwined, and have been ballooned so com- 
pletely out of their normal importance that it is impossible 
to find out what has happened to disrupt and disorganize 
the usually-fine summer activities. 

It is virtually impossible to pin the responsibility on 
any one individual; one person should not receive all the 
blame, regardless of public disposition to focus attention 
on one individual, 

Recreation Committee member Earl Simon hit the nail 
on the head when he admitted Monday night that ‘‘commu- 
nications’’ have failed, and that the Committee might as 
well agree to this, and work to improve the condition, 

A lot of the underlying criticism seems to center around 
the objectives, the long-range plan, for summer recreation. 
Is the Recreation Park to be a center for activity, with 
the other playgrounds becoming less important? Will the 
town operate, in practice if not in name, a day camp at 
the Park? 

Possibly a frank statement of long-term goals for the 
recreation program would do much to crystalize opinion.

No Subsidies? 


The School Committee has decided to re-write its 
specifications for milk, before taking any other action on 
the issue at hand: 

Will the high bidders be continued, with resulting loss 
of federal aid to the school lunch program? 

It is appalling to think what might happen, should every 
child attending public schools have to pay full cost for 
the milk, and for the hot lunches as well, 

The director of the school lunch program has stated 
that he will withdraw federal subsidy funds for both pro- 
grams, unless the School Committee does one of two 
things — calls for new bids, or appropriates the total 
difference between the low bid and high bid, about $3,000, 
to make up the difference, 

The choice seems clear, but the Committee hesitates. 

Even while acknowledging a mistake, members of the 
Committee persist in a course of action that can mean a 
substantial cost to the parents of all children attending 
the schools. 

Are those parents willing to pay the full cost of meals 
served in the schools? Are they satisfied to pay the extra 
cost for the milk? 

We think not. 

The School Committee should be prepared to take what- 
ever action is required to correct what chairman John S, 
Sullivan called a ‘‘mistake’’, instead of dilly-dallying as 


The owners of local school buses, who are also the 
drivers, deserve a lot of credit for the care they take, and 


the fine service they provide. 


Beyond the safety measures normally associated with 
school bus operations, the drivers as a whole are in- 
terested in the children, and they often go out of their 
way to look after their passengers, 

This is one of the Significant reasons why the town 
should not retreat from its driver-owner policy. 

We have known of other communities, with multiple- 
driver but single owner Situations, where many problems 
occur because the drivers could care less about the 


individual children. 


It is vitally important for the School Committee to sup- 
port its own owner-driver regulation and to encourage men 
with existing contracts to continue providing the service.
